Saturday, August 17. 


Rain fell during the night and a little 
during the forenoon. The cesspool was 
finished to day. The plumbers are working 
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on the bathroom. Miss Emily F. Hall went 
to the farm this morning. Mrs. Herrick 
took her up, and was there for dinner. 
Mother seemed bright and social. I col- 
lected rent of Doran, Sweezey and Berube 
today. Engaged carriage for tomorrow. 


Sunday, August 18. 


Procurred a two seated carriage, took 
Mrs. MacMurphy and Miss Florence 
Thurston to Londonderry meeting house 
services at 11 o‘clock in the forenoon 
Walter Young, president of Old Home 
Association introduced me and I gave the 
address or sermon. The Methodist min- 
ister, Mr. Heuser gave invocation lesson 
and long prayer, Miss Thurston sang solo, 
Harry Gilchrist also sang solo and there 
was a trio without organ. Attended my 
own church at night. 


Monday, August 19. 


Workmen here on the bathroom. Cess- 
pool finished.

Attended lodge at 
night, raised three, Clement, Darling and 
Herrick the latters father of Beverly, Mass., 
took the chair for raising of his son. 


Wednesday, August 28.

She is abie to eat a little 
move both arms and legs, roll herself from

elbows but cannot say anything, scarcely 
mumble a sound wholly unintelligible. 


Friday, August 30. ‘ 


Mrs. MacMurphy and I rode to West 
Derry and walked to the farm, visited moth- 
er who has not been able to speak, took 
the horse and both came home for dinner, 
drove after dinner to stores, bought things 
for farm and home again, left Mrs. Mac- 
Murphy and went with horse to the farm, 
visited, no improvement in mother, came 
home in rain for supper. 


Saturday, August 31. 


Mrs. MacMurphy went to Boston on the 
S21 train to get her ticist exchanged or 
time extended. She will remain another 
week.. I was at the farm in afternoon. Dr. 
Perkins was there, reported no change for 
worse, a little show of improvement. Came 
home at6p.m. Mrs. MacMurphy returned 
about 8 p.m. Mr. Chase spent the evening 
with us. 


Sunday, September 1. 


Arose at 7.45, breakfast 8:15. Otis went 
on foot to Londonderry, to see the cousins, 
Lucy and I went to church, heard Mr. Has- 
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lam preach, took dinner at Hildreth Hall, 
went ic see mother in afternoon, both walk- 
ing. Mother unable to speak, or take much 
notice.

Monday, September 2. 


Cloudy and partly rainy to day. 

Wrote a sermon, spent a good part of the 
day on it. Telephoned with Jennie in the 
smworninzg, expected to go ty farm, rain and 
other reasons put it out of mind. Otis was 
there, near night motliar appears. to 
sleep or doze much of the time, taking little 
or no notice of anybody, without any signs 
of pain or uneasiness. 


Tuesday, September 3. 


Mailed sermon to ‘Derry Enterprise’. In 
afternoon went to farm, saw mother cannot 
say whether she is conscious of people’s 
presence so as to distinguish one from ano- 
ther. She takes little nourishment, malted 
milk and wine given on teaspoon, came 
home at 6 o‘clock. It was raining most of 
the afternoon. The summer is passing 
away. 
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Wednesday, September 4. 


Another rainy day, went to several places 
for rent. attended a meeting of the Rectory 
Building, of which,I am chairman, five 
members met at L. M. Packer‘s effice. Tele- 
phoned with Jennie, mother the same day, 
the doctor was there. Edward Adams anc 
Miss Carrie Pullen called this evening, Rev. 
Mr. Haslam’ was also here until half past 
eleven and Mr. C. B. Chase. 


Thursday, September 5. 


Got team to carry me and Lucy to the 
farm at one o’clock, mother died at 3.15 p. 
m., quiet and peaceful, nearly painless, 
brought Lucy home after making most of 
the arrangements by telephone from farm. 
I returned to the farm and was there all 
night. Gordon the undertaker was there in 
the early evening. 


Friday, September 6. 


Gordon on hand again this morning ai the 
farm, gave him orders for robe, casket, flow- 
ers, hacks, digging grave, singers, etc., came 
home for dinner with team, will take Lucy 
up to farm.

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West Derry, took supper at the farm, Miss 
Hall is still helping Jennie, Mr. Haslam 
here. 


Tuesday, September 10. 


Rainy day. Mailed 50 papers, wrote half 
a dozen letters. Attended to considerable 
work, Jennie did much with telephone. It 
was kept busy all day. 

Heard from Mrs. Addie Sawyer by tele- 
phone. Paid Kehoe for the cesspool at Ab- 
bott house, paid Kingsbury for policy. 
Rather cool at night, need of wood fire in 
the sitting room. 


Wednesday, September 11. 


Collected interest of the Davises and rent 
of Mrs. Sweezy, deposited at bank, bought 
provisions, mailed letters. It has rained all 
day, Jennie telephoned often and passed 
the day cheerfully. I wrote 22 pages on a 
sermon, principally on the apostolic suces- 
sion. Ready to go to bed about half past 
eleven, 


Thursday, September 12. 
Finished sermon in the morning. Wea- 
ther cleared. Went to Forest Hill and re- 
moved dirt and stones from the lot where 
they were left by the grave diggers after 
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the burial on Saturday. Attended Chap- 
ter meeting of R. A. M., gave Cole and Hall 
of Salem, N. H., M. and P. M. degrees. The 
day has been rather lovely. Fine sunset. 


Friday, September 13. 


Went to see my Payne house tenants. 
the house looks well cared for and _ tidy, 
curtains, etc, 

Came back with Ed. Adams in auto. Af- 
ternoon drove with Jennie by Beaver Pond. 
chatted with the Burnhams at their house, 
visited my orchard, found some _ apples, 
came around by West Derry, getting mail, 
took supper with Jennie and Miss Hall 
and home. 


Saturday, September 14. 

Mowed the lawn all over in two hours. 
Off on two o’clock to Manchester, thence 
to Milford, back to Manchester at six, went 
to Bailey‘s all at home. Sang some with 
William Bailey at the piano. Baked beans 
for supper with lemon, nice bread and 
tea. Warm day and warm evening, sat on 
piazza, will help on Sunday. 


Sunday, September 15. 


Took part in service at St. Andrews 10.45, 
dinner at Bailey’s, went with Mr. Bailey to 
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Goffstown, took part in service 3.30, came 
back to house, took glass of milk and 
doughnut, preached at evening service 6.30, 
went with Mr. and Mrs. Bailey to service © 
at Grace church 7:30, heard Mr. Dunker 
of New York preach, saw the new marble 
altar and improvements in chancel. 


Monday, September 16. 


Breakfast with the Bailey’s, came away 
on 11:25 train, met Rev. C. W. Morrill in 
depot, reached home about 12:10, read pap- 
ers, had dinner with Otis. 

In the evening Mr. Haslam came, Mr. 
Chase, Mr. Haslam and I played 500 until 
11:20 p. m. The day has been warm for 
September. Telephoned with several, Jen- 
nie, &¢. 


Tuesday, September 17.

Atter dinner with Mr. Haslam walked to 
farm acrosg lots. Mr. Haslam helped Jen- 
nie trim her tomato vines. Jennie and I 
drove to West Derry, Took supper with 
Jennie and Miss Hall, Came home at 7, 
attended St. Mark’s Lodge meeting, home 
at nine. 
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Wednesday, September 18. 


Remained about home most of the day, 
called on some of my tenants for rent with 
success. In the evening Mr. Haslam came 
in and Mr. Chase joined us and we played 
500 until the lights were going out, the 
electrics, then we lighted a lamp and finish- 
ed the last game at 12:30. 

There was frost that nipped the vines. 


Thursday, September 19. 


Cold morning, frost at some places be- 
tween here andthefarm, Karr place Fol- 
som place. 

I went to farm after dinner, drove to my 
Campbell house in Londonderry did not get 
anything but promises, took supper with 
Jennie and Miss Hall, came home at 6:20. 
Attended Council meeting giving R. M. 
degree to Joseph B. Bartlett, home at 10 
o’clock, 


Friday, September 20. 


Collected interest of Mrs. Arthur Veil- 
leux, deposited at bank, paid $41.80 on 
lumber to John Muir. Went to farm after 
dinner,, carried the mail, ate some new 
squash pie made by Jennie, returned home 
for supper at 6. Talked with Mr. Chase at 
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night. Have 50 copies of the Derry En- 
terprise with last sermon. Otis gone to 
library at Adams Memorial. 


Saturday, September 21. 


Mailed fifty copies of the Derry Enter- 
prise with last sermon think I have so far 
printed over twenty sermons, often get 
letters of commendations. At the farm, 
drove out, visited the Bartletts, began to 
apply for administration papers for myself 
and Jennie, expect an early appointment, 
supper at the farm with Jennie and Miss 
Hall. Came home at 6:30. 


Sunday, September 22. 


Attended church and played. Mr. Has- 
lam’s son was here, Mr. Haslam, his son 
and I took dinner at Hotel Bradford.

T. Bartlett came up in auto to look over 
bank books, &c. Probate Court a week 
from today at Derry. Came home at 4:30, 
Mr Haslam here in the evening and Mr. 
Chase and we played 500 till half past elev- 
en, lights went out. 


Wednesday, September 25. 


Fine morning, arose at 7, breakfast at 
7.30, started for farm, harnessed and took 
Jennie and Miss Hall to station, returned 
to farm, spent the day writing on sermon 
and looking around the trees for apples, 
went for Jennie and Miss Hall at 5, took 
supper at farm, came home at 6 p. m., or 
soon after. Cool evening, need a fire in 
setting room. 

Thursday, September 26. 


Mowed my lawn in the forenoon. Let- 
ter from wife. Bacon and eggs for dinner.

Took supper with Jennie and Miss Hall, 
had corn broth, old fashioned dish, came 
home at 6:30 wrote on sermon in the even- 
ing. 


Saturday, September 28

bought things in morning, went to West 
Derry in afternoon, bought more because 
John Anderson offered to bring me home, 
rode around the south road and chatted 
with him, he said Mary, his sister read my 
printed sermons and so did he, complimen- 
tary.

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I went for her at station at 4:11 p. m., 
took supper with her and Miss Hall at 
farm, came home at 6 p. m., picked up five 
good ears of corn on the road, fodder corn 
for Hood’s silo, dropped from load. 


Wednesday, October 2. 


Spent all day sitting at a table in a 
warm corner beside the barn in the sux 
shine writing a sermon. Attended evening 
service at church West Derry at 7:30, Mr. 
Haslam walked home with me. Rather 
cold night, looking for frost, autumn 
leaves coming on fast. Received appoint- 
ment with Jennie as administrators :to 
mothers estate. 


Thursday, October 3. 


Williams here today putting new glass 
into windows where there is broken glass. 
After dinner went to farm, Jennie and 
Miss Hall helped me to pick Baldwin apples 
on my James MacMurphy farm, think we 
brought back about two barrels of them, 
perhaps more. I took supper with Jennie, 
came home at 7 o‘clock, read Saturday ev- 
ening Post till bedtime. 
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Friday, October. 4. 


Went to West Derry in the morning, the 
sun came out, brought home provisions, 
but the Enterprise was not to be had. 
Went to the farm in the afternoon with 
mail. Agreed to help Mrs. Ed. Corthell on 
mortgage. Came home at five, no Enter- 
prise yet, sickness delays the press. 
Played 500 with Mr. Haslam and Mr. Chase 
until 11.40 ready for bed at midnight. 


Saturday, October 5. 


Remained at home in the forenoon, went 
to Manchester on the 2 o’clock train, 
thence to Milford 3:10 p. m., met by Rev. 
Raymond M. Dow Adams at station, con- 
ducted to his house and introduced to Mrs. 
Adams, spent the evening with them, had 
supper and was there as guest at night— 
liked the wife, supper, house and bed. 


Sunday, October 6. 


Mr. Adams went to Nashua for services, 
I was up at 8 for breakfast, took service 
at 10.45. Holy Communion, and sermon, op 
ened Sunday school and taught a class of 
boys, took dinner with Mr. Adams, was 
taken by team to Wilton, called on Major 
Proctor, had service and gave sermon at 5 
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p. m., drove back to Milford, had supper 
with Mrs. Adams, gave evening service 
with sermon at 7 p. m. 


Monday, October 7. 


Breakfast with Mrs. Adams, took 9 o’- 
clock train to Manchester, met Rey. C. R. 
Bailey at station, came to Derry on 11.05 
dinner at home, wrapped and addressed 
about 50 copies of the Enterprise, Rev. G. 
E. Haslam and Mr. Chase here in evening 
we played 500 till twenty minutes of 12. 

Tuesday, October 8. 

Rainy morning, at home all the morning 
except to go to post office with about 50 
papers. Afternoon was at West Derry, 
got registered letter with rent from Racine 
collected interest of B. EF. Pettengill, 
bought white bread and graham also, corn 
crisps, home for supper, read during the 
evening, autumn leaves blowing about the 
yard. 


Wednesday, October 9. 


Went to the farm at eight o’clock, took 
out the team, carried Jennie to station, met 
Mrs. Stevens, took them to farm, had din- 
ner, Miss Hall went with me to pick ap- 
ples, picked about seven bushels, brought 
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them in, came home at six for supper, at- 
tended evening prayer at church, Rev. Mr. 
Haslam came back with me for an hour. 


Thursday, October 10. 


Collected interest of John C. Davis, Jr., 
Put Jerome’s note in Bank, sent him $100 
took outa bank book for Mabel savings de- 
partment $100,and sent toher, paid Gor- 
don $107, funeral expenses, in all to day 
$449.04. At farm after dinner, Mrs. Stev- 
ens there with Jennie, Miss Hall gone. 
I brought down a dress suit case for Miss 
Hall, attended R. A. M. Chapter meeting in 
the evening. 


Friday, October 11. 


Remained at home in the forenoon, went 
to West Derry in the afternoon, got much 
mail there and a few things for the 
house, Miss Emily Hall called on me and 
remained a while, talking of her work and 
care. The day has been fine, some sec- 
ond crops of hay were cut to day near 
here. Heard from Jennie and Mrs. Mary 
Stevens several times. 
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Saturday, October 12. 


Thad L. Williams puttied and painted 
all the window sashes in my Abbott house. 

I went to farm after dinner, took Jennie 
and Mrs. Stevens to the depot, they called 
on Mrs, Priest and Mrs. Crosby. I brought 
over in the carriage 50 Enterprises, went 
to farm with Jennie and Mrs. Stevens, took 
supper there, came home at six o‘clock, 
finished a new sermon by half past ten in 
the evening. 

Sunday, October 13. 

Attended service at W. D. both morning 
and evening, had dinner at home with Otis, 
wrote some letters, wrapped up some pap- 
ers and addressed them, the day was fine, 
cold at first but warm in the middle of 
the day, we used the telephone Jennie and 
Mrs. Stevens answering. 

Monday, October 14. 

Mailed 61 cents worth of stamps papers 
and letters, had dinner with Otis, then 
went by West Derry and took mail to the 
farm, spent the afternoon picking apples, 
had supper with jennie and Mrs. Stevens, 
came home at seven, Mr. Haslam came in 
and Mr. Chase joined us in several games 
of 500 till about twenty minutes of twelve. 
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Tuesday October 15. 


Went to the farm in the morning, carried 
Jennie and Mrs. Stevens to the depot, Mrs. 
Stevens visited aunt Hannah all day, and 
Jennie was in Londonderry and Manches- 
ter all day, I wrote a sermon at the farm, 
till 5 p, m., when I brought Jennie and 
Mrs. Stevens back. I took supper’ with 
them and came home. I attended St. 
Mark’s Lodge meeting in the evening, home 
early, talked with Chase. 


Wednesday, October 16. 


Collected rent of Mrs. Brunelleand made 
deposit at bank, bought meat, bread and 
oatmeal, after dinner went to farm ,took 
farm horse and wagon and Otis and went 
to my Morrison orchard in East Derry, we 
picked Baldwin apples and brought them 
in five bags to my village home. Otis took 
the horse to the farm and had supper 
there. I went to church service. | 


Thursday, October 17. 


Around home in the morning writing on 
sermon, had a caller, a Dr. Miller, of New 
York, looking after old documents, after 
dinner at the farm took Jennie and Mrs, 
Stevens driving, to bank, to cemetery, 
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about town, had supper with them at farm, 
came home at 6.30, attended Council in the 


evening. Walter Hill here, just back from 
New York City. 


Friday, October 18. 


Finished sermon in forenoon, after 
dinner called on Mr. Folsom to see if he 
could serve us tomorrow, also saw Mr. 
Pillsbury, and was at Bartlett’s, signed ap- 
plication of Geo.

Rather cold day, especially in the morn- 
ing and again at night, was at West Derry 
twice to day, bought meat and provisions, 
A Mr. Worcester called about renting a 
house. Mr. Doran paid some money. 
Madden paid in some on his note at Kings- 
bury’s office, telephone busy several times, 
Mrs. Dr. Clark, Mrs. Kingsbury, Jennie 
&e. 
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Sunday, October 20. 


Arose at 7.15 dressed attended service 
at 8. Came back for breakfast, attended 
service 10:45, came home for dinner, after 
opening of Sunday school, Walter Hill 
here for all day. Attended service at 6:30 
p. m. It has rained pretty steadily all 
day, the leaves dropping off and littering 
the ground, called at Dr. Newell’s to visit 
with Rev. Haslam, came home at nine. Mr. 
Hill and I sang for an hour. 


Monday, October 21. 


Quite cold to day around 30 degrees a 
good part of the day. Was at home in the 
forenoon, at farm drove out with Jennie 
and Mrs. Stevens in afternoon, brought 
provisions over with team, at home for 
supper, attended parish meeting at 7.30, 
election of officers. Mr. Haslam came home 
with me for the rest of the evening. 


Tuesday, October 22. 


Wrote on a sermon all the forenoon and 
until 3 p. m. Steak, onions, potato, cab- 
bage, apple sauce, bread, butter corn 
flakes and coffee for dinner. 

In afternoon visited Mrs. Vielleux for in- 
terest and Mrs. Lewis. 
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Mr. Haslam came over in the evening 
and Mr. Chase came down and we three 
played 500 for two hours or more. 


Wednesday, October 23. 


Yesterday I sat out in the sunlight writ- 
ing a good part of the day, today I had a 
fire and wrote on sermon finished one for 
next Sunday. Attended evening service at 
7:30 rather slim audience for Mr. Haslam, 
went to Dr. Newell’s with him to his room 
and spent an hour or more talking. Came 
home at ten o’clock. 


Thursday, October 24. 


Went to West Derry in the morning and 
thence to the farm, had dinner there with 
Jennie and Mrs. Stevens, after dinner 
picked over and carried all the apples 
down into the cellar, about seven barrels 
in all. Came home, had supper at home. 
Mr. Haslam came in and Mr. Chase and 
we played 500 until 11:30.

Supper at home, Mr. Has- 
lam came and Mr. Chase for a game of 
500, ended at 11.30 p. m. 


Saturday, October 26. 


Otis started up the steam heater this 
morning, the house has been more than 
warm. Went with Rev. Mr. Haslam to 
buy a few plants at Rod. Sawyers green- 
house, bought about two dozen _ potted 
for a couple of dollars and he delivered 
them. Mr. Haslam is in his new house, 
corner of Franklin and Warren avenue. 
Mr. Chase went to hear Pinafore. 


Sunday. October 27. 


Arose at 8:30, breakfast 8:45. Went to 
ehurch 10:45, preached for Mr. Has- 
lam, helped in Sunday school, and he 
took me to dinner at Hotel Bradford, came 
home at 3 p. m., read magazines, telephon- 
ed to farm, supper at home, attended 
chureh service at 6:30 home again at 8 Dp. 
m. Warmer and a little sprinkle of rain. 
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Monday, October 28. 


Rainy morning. Attended service at 8 a. 
m., brought Mr. G. EH. Haslam back with 
me for breakfast, then we went to 10:00 
o’clock service, home for dinner, telephon- 
ed with Irving Coburn to repair buildings 
at old MacMurphy place. I am to have a 
reception in my house on Friday night for 
Mrs. Haslam to meet the church people 
together. 


Tuesday, October 29. 


Another rainy day, remained at home in 
the morning, wrote letters, mailed sermon 
and personals to News and Enterprise. 
After dinner took mail and some sugar to 
the farm, carried umbrella wind due north, 
spread umbrella all the way, back home for 
supper, Mr. Chase came in to talk, steam 
heat on again this afternoon. 


Wednesday, October 30.

Mrs. Tewksbury here two 
hours sweeping and dusting rooms. Otis 
at the farm all day. 

I wrote on sermon in afternoon Went to 
church in the evening. Rev. Mr. Haslam 
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is living in his newly leased house. Home 
again and writing on sermon in the even- 
ing, 10:00 o’clock. 


Thursday, October 31. 


Read and corrected my sermon, used 
telephone to add to notice in “News,” and 
“Enterprise,” to consult with Mrs. Babbitt 
about my reception, with Bell, with Jennie, 
with telegrapher. Henry W. Kehoe and 
wife called to offer me $1500 for my 6 room 
house near the Hood’s ice houses. Talked 
with Mr. Chase on Stocks at low prices. 


Friday, November 1. 


Drove out with Jennie and Mrs. Stevens 
in the afternoon. My reception for 
Rey. Mr. Haslam’s wife and four sons in 
the evening was well attended, about thirty 
of our own people were here to sandwiches 
cake of several kinds, cheese, grapes, two 
kinds, coffee, milk and lump sugar, well 
served, music, readings &c., quite a success 
special electrics before and after. 


Saturday, November 2. 


Cloudy and partly rainy, leaves off most 
the trees. Telephoned about forend the 
appraisal is on for today at 2 p.m. Went 
to the farm met Squire G. K. Bartlett, Dea. 
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John Folsom and Capt. L. H. Pillsbury, 
looked over the estate, made an inventory, 
Mother left in round numbers $38000. 
Came home at 5 p. m. Still raining bed- 
time. 


Sunday, November 3.

Came home for dinner, attended services 
at 6:30 afterward went with the Haslams 
to their house and had supper, shrimps, 
sandwiches, cake grapes and coffee.

Came 
home at 10:30. Otis sleeping in chair. 


Monday, November 4.

I arranged with them to 
make repairs on my piazza and shed at 
the old place, came home by West Derry 
going to Bank Meeting at 4 p. m. Supper 
at home, Mr. Chase in, went to bed by ten 
o’clock. 


Tuesday, November 5. 


Rev. Mr. Haslam and I went to Concord 
on the 8 a m. 
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Attended funeral of Rev. D. C. Roberts 
two celebratiotis with 8 tapers, large 
gathering. I was invited to dinner at Rev. 
H. F. Hills, Mrs. Hill was at home. 

Came back on the five o‘clock train. Otis 
has been at the farm to day banking the 
house against cold weather. Mr. Chase in. 


Wednesday, November 6. 


Rainy morning, remained home all day 
except to go to store and _ “post office, 
rain continued hard all day increasing at 
night, I wrote some letters and made copies 
of some. Commenced on sermon for next 
Sunday. Telephoned with Jennie several 
times, she and Mrs. Stevens are looking 
over old files of newspapers and religious 
papers. 


Thursday, November 7. 


Still wet and cloudy was at home in 
the forenoon writing on sermon. After 
dinner took the mail to Jennie and Mrs. 
Stevens, visited my tenants, west of sta- 
tioh, Walter Lewis formerly inspected the 
work of shingliig done there, the entire 
roof, talked with Peter Brunelle, he wants 
to stay fot the winter, came home for sup- 
per. 
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Friday, November 8. 


Sunshine early, bright day, placed my piazza 
windows in in order and fastened them, clos- 
ing in the space, after dinner took Jennie 
and Mrs. Stevens riding, they visited Miss 
Martha Nesmith, Mrs. Parshley and Mrs. 
MacGregor, put up the team, (I drove 
through McKenney and Battles lots of 
mine). Came home for supper at six. 


Saturday, November 9. 


Visited Derry twice today, Mrs. Rush- 
ton of Racine, sent me $15, and pays $5 
to Mrs. Starke on account of concrete drive 
way between my place and hers. 

Mrs. Lewis sent me $8 for rent by my 
daughter. Mailed my 50 copies of Derry 
Enterprise containing sermon. It is over 
six months that my sermons have been 
printed weekly in “The Derry Enterprise,” 
Mr. Haslam called today. 


Sunday. November 10 


Rainy day, arose at 8:30, breakfast at 9 
attended church at 10.45, Sunday school 
improving, dinner at home, telephoned 
with Jennie, attended evening service 
after supper 6:30. Mrs. Haslam at the 
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organ, good music, rehearsal after, went 
home with Mr. and Mrs. Haslam had a sec: 


ond supper, sat and talked with them till 
10.30, home 11. 


Monday, November 11. 


Cloudy but no rain, wrote letters and 
sent checks to pay taxes in Derry, teleph- 
oned bill, electric lights, milk, wood, coal 
etc., amounting to $200. Went to farm p. 
m., drove out with Jennie and Mrs. Stev- 
ens, returned to farm, ate some pie and 
cake and drank some tea ,came home, had 
a little more supper, talked with Mr. Chase 
and read a little. 


Tuesday, November 12. 


Went to farm after dinner, carried Jen- 
nie and Mrs. Stevens to station, Mrs. Stev- 
ens went to Wilton, Jennie to Londonderry, 
I was at the farm, met Jennie at the grange 
in the evening,46 brothers and 56 sisters 
were there, fine banquet, went to farm by 
special livery team, Brown’s, was. there 
about 12 o‘clock, pretty cold night, stayed 
all night leaving Otis in care of village. 


Wednesday, November 13. 


Breakfast at farm, came by Brunnell’s 
collected rents and completed much busi- 
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ness by noon, dinner at home, collected again 
after dinner, was at bank, ordered, pump for 
tenant Bolduc,ordered plumbers for Sweezys 
called at Folsom’s. Miss Gott will stay 
with Jennie at the farm for a few nights. 
I went a third time to West Derry, for 
evening service, choir rehearsal, etc. 


Thursday, November 14.

I wrote on a sermon, over half 
written by three p. m., called on the Fol- 
soms, bought provisions at West Derry, 
after supper attended the regular convoca- 
tion of R. A. C. helped initiate three com- 
panions to M. EB. M, degree, occupying next 
to highest chair. Came home at _ ten 
o’clock. Hattie had operation. 


Friday, November 15. 

After dinner went to farm, carried Miss 
Gott to her home (the Folsom‘s) and Jen- 
nie dround towh, returned to the farm 
after trying to get Ethel Adams 
to g0 up and stay a few 
nights with Jennie, I had supper at the 
farm, remained there, occupying my own 
room which has been left at the farm for 
nine years. 
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Saturday, November 16. 

Breakfast at the farm with Jennie, came 
home by West Derry, bringing papers and 
bread. Wrapped, stamped and posted 50 
copies, at home for dinner. Mr. Haslam 
called played and sang Christmas Carols 
to him. Loaned him my Priests Prayer 
Book. He wanted to see an office of bene- 
diction for church furniture, &c. 


Sunday. November 17. 


Came down from the farm for celebra- 
tion of the Holy Communion at church at 
8 a, m., home for breakfast at West Derry, 
for church service 10:45, took Bible class 
at 12:15 there are three other classes, Mr.

Attended convention opening at Grace, 
church, came back to Derry, supper at home 
zo to lodge then to farm, 


Wednesday, November 20. 


Was at the farm for breakfast, went to 
Manchester 9:45, attended convention at 
frace church, banquet at 10 o‘clock, came 
to Derry 3:30, went to farm, attended Eas- 
tern star, about 250 at banquet, three car 
lopds from Manchester, I said grace at 
tuble, see form of prayer said at end of 
book, Had team take Jennie and me to 
farm at 12 o'clock, 


Thursday, November 21. 


Breakfast at farm, came home by West

Haslam at 1 p. m., funeral of Mrs. Ann D. 
Hopkins, age 74, mother of Mrs. F. W. Pow- 
ell, body goes to Elizabeth, N. J., several 
children, (Dick 1st is here) 20 grand chil- 
dren and great grandchilden, came home, 
wrote a sermon, am now ready to start for 
farm at 10:15 p. m. 


Saturday, November 23. 


Breakfast at the farm, drove out with 
Jennie, to bank and stores, to Hast Derry, 
and called here and next door. Jennie 
looked over this house, new bathroom, 
steam, &c., Jennie went home alone, I re- 
mained here. Jenkins’s men here painting 
the radiators that were put in these rooms 
after the rest. There are eleven steam 
radiators. I go to farm tonight. 
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Sunday, November 24. 


Breakfast at the farm, went to church 
10.45, did not stay for Sunday school, 
thence home, good warm room, had din- 
ner with Otis, baked beans, brown bread, 
butter, pudding and coffee. 

Jennie telephoned to use the time, rather 
a drag at the farm. 

The ground igs whitening a little with 
snow; supper, church service, Haslams’, 
farm. 


Monday, November 25. 


Breakfast at the farm, came home by 
West Derry, bringing meat, bread, cake &c. 
ground covered with snow all day, wrote a 
few letters, stamped and mailed papers and 
letters. After supper went by postoffice 
to the farm, Jennie was still up and talked 
about newspaper articles she is now col- 
lecting from old Derry News, more than 
twenty years old. 


Tuesday, November 26. 


Breakfast at farm, snow on the ground, 
visited stores and postoffice on the way 
home, find letter from Jerome about wife 
and expensive nursing care since birth of 
baby. Mrs. Pullen will start for the East 
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on Friday. Russell Spent a day with 


Mabel and went back to Wheaton. I went 
to farm again at night. 


Wednesday, November 27. 

Breakfast at farm, drove out in the 
morning, with Jennie attended to some 
business at bank. I collected interest, we 
paid fidelity bond, eighty dollars. 

Kingsbury brought me several policies 
in afternoon, have increased my fire insur- 
ance, have $3500 on this house. Attended 
service at night,—rehearse music, go to 
farm again, rather dark nights. 


Thursday, November 28. 


Breakfast at farm, attended Thanksgiv- 
ing service at 10 o’clock, Mr. Chickering 
with us, went back to farm, took Jennie 
and Otis to Hotel Bradford for dinner. 
They were satisfied. Jennie drove to the 
farm alone, in an hour she drove up look- 
ing for door key that I had in my pocket. 
Supper at home, expect to go to the farm in 
an hour or so. 


Friday, November 29. 
Breakfast at farm, come home by way of 
depot, found the water had leaked out 
somewhere in the public service. Went to 
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West Derry, again in the forenoon to both 
banks, took care of insurance policies, 
came home for dinner, spent afternoon 
writing on sermon, called on John Ander- 
son for more Pittsburgh Bouquets, supper 
at home and then go to farm. 


Saturday, November 30. 


Breakfast at the farm, came _ directly 
home, addressed and mailed 50 Enterprises. 
My sermon read over and corrected After 
dinner went to farm, drove out with Jennie 
collected interest on Town Note $20, finish- 
ed administration papers. 

Jennie drove back alone to the farm,I got 
some bread and came home, corrected ser- 
mon, read in evening, went to farm. 


Sunday, December 1. 


Breakfast at the farm, came home 
dresssed for church, preached at 10:45 ser- 
vice, went to the Haslams for dinner, after 
Sunday school, Mrs. Haslam’s sister here 
from Denver. Came home at 3:30, snow- 
ing. 

Intend to change my clothes and go to 
church after supper, then leave my vest- 
ments at the Haslams, and go on to the 
farm for the night. | 
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Monday, December 2. 


Breakfast at the farm, attended to busi- 
ness at stores, took meat &c. home, attend- 
ed the mail, had my dinner with Otis, went 
to farm after dinner, drove out with Jen- 
nie, collected interest on town notes, at- 
tended meeting of trustees of Nutfield 
Savings Bank 4 p. m., rather cold riding, 
went to farm with Jennie, supper there and 
spent the evening and the night. 


Tuesday, December 3. 


Breakfast at the farm, came _ by 
stores and office, home, looked over mail, 
had dinner with Otis, wrote some letters, 
telephoned with some parties. 

Fine sunshine, but cold air, and snow on 
the ground. Watered my plants, must do 
this about every second day, the orange 
tree keeps fresh with ten oranges, supper 
at home, go to farm. 


Wednesday, December 4. 


Breakfast at the farm, collected rent of 
Mrs. Brunnell and of Mr. Pinkham, atten- 
ded to insurance at Hardy & Russell’s 
bought bread and cookies, of Annis, home 
for dinner, answered telephone calls, Mr. 
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Madden brought his accounts with two 
brothers, at home for supper, attended 
church service and singing practice and 
thence to the farm. 


Thursday, December 5. 


Breakfast at the farm, took care of the 
horse, looked at the happy hens in the cel- 
far of the barn, thence to depot, bought 
meat, visited bazaar of Pettee-Newell com- 
bine, home for dinner. Cold day. 

Attended R. A. M. meeting for work and 
banquet, it will be late and cold, but I am 
going as usual to the farm. 

Charles A. Burnham died this morning. 


Friday, December 6. 

Breakfast at the farm, cold night, warm 
morning, called at Martins, Kehoes, Mr. 
Haslam, office, &c., came home for dinner, 
will have to back up the price of casket &c. 
for the Burnhams about 75 dollars. An- 
swered calls and telephone, home at supper, 
Mr. Chase came in to talk in the evening. 
after nine o’clock I am going to farm. 


Saturday, December 7.

Wrote John W. Burnham, Plain- 
view, Minnesota, upon the subject of settl- 
ing the estate, go to farm. 
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Tuesday, December 10. 


Breakfast at the farm, drove out with 
Jennie, leit her at Mrs. Priests, brought 
some things home, went back and took her 
to the farm, put up the horse, came home 
for dinner, it was raining, it continued to 
rain all the afternoon. I wrote out sheets 
for monthly expenses after supper, sat 
around, talking with Otis and Mr. Chase, 
started for the farm at nine. 


Wednesday, December 11. 


Breakfast at the farm, spent all the moru~ 
ing calling about the depot, paying bills, 
light, telephone, milk, coal, wood, plumb- 
ing, lumber, &c., had dinner with Otis and 
was writing on sermon in .the afternoon. 
Mr. Haslam called, after supper attended 
church 7.30, sang an hour after, visited the 
Haslams, went up to the farm, getting to 
bed about eleven. 


Thursday, December 12.

Breakfast with Jennie at farm, cam 
home and attended to the mail and had 
dinner with Otis, afterwards went to the 
farm in snow storm, took carriage and car- 
ried Miss Gott to farm to stay over Sunday 
with Jennie, still snowing, came home and 
dressed throughout, went to station for 
evening train 6:25 to Manchester, thence 
to the Bailey’s for the night. 
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Sunday, December 15. 


Breakfast with the Bailey’s, preached at 
St. Andrews 10:45, dinner with the Bailey’s, 
go to Goffstown preached at St. Mathews 
3:30 p. m., back to the Bailey‘s for tea, 
preach at St. Andrews 6:30, another supper 
and conversation till a late hour, Mr. 
Bailey has an attack of Jaundice, is quite 
yellow, stay there for the night, snow fell 
all day. 


Monday, December 16. 


Breakfast with Baileys, car to Elm street, 
to Derry by electrics, bought meat, left 
sermon at Enterprise office, light snow fal- 
ling, home at 11:30, telephoned to farm, 
Miss Gott is to remain there till another 
day. The two Burnhams from Plainview, 
Minn., will come to Derry, and settle up 
the affairs of their late brother and wife 
and son. I am to be at home tonight. 


Tuesday, December 17. 


Breakfast at home, attended to mail and > 
call from Mr. John W. Burnham and Mr. 
George Burnham from Plainview, Minn., 
talked over business, dinner at home, went 
to farm, carried Miss Gott to her home, 
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took Jennie riding, again at farm, came 
home for supper, attended meeting of St. 
Mark’s lodge, F. C., lecture to Daniel Emer- 
son of Hampstead, went to the farm for 
the night. 


Wednesday, December 18. 


Breakfast at the farm, carried Jennie to 
the station where she took the 9:20 electric 
car for Manchester, went back and put the 
horse in the stable, locked the house, and 
came home, calling upon John W. Anderson 
as I came along, had dinner at home, paid 
Mrs. Tewksbury for cleaning, sweeping, 
dusting, &c. supper and then go to church 
and sing, thence to farm.

Breakfast at farm, go to Rev. G. E. Has- 
lam’s with Bishop Parker, together we go to 
the bank and arrange for a loan to finish the 
rectory, invited to dinner at Mr. Haslam‘s 
decline, dinner at home after dinner J. W. 
Burnham here two hours, will recommend 
me to the Judge for guardian to his nephew 
I finished sermon and made_ corrections, 
wrap 50 Enterprises, stamp and address 
them and go to the farm.

Monday, December 23. 


Breakfast at the Endicott house talk with 
Dr. Wason, start for Manchester on thé 
nine o’clock train, arrive at ten, go to Union 
Pub. Co., leave sermon to be set up for the 
Derry Enterprise and sent down tomorrow, 
came by 10.20 electrics home, steady rain 
set in, it is warm too, Otis had too mucu 
steam pressure, blew off with noise, shall 
remain at home for the day. 


Tuesday, December 24. 


Breakfast at home spent the forenoon at 
home, dinner at home, Miss Gott went to 
the Folsom’s by Mr. Folsom‘s going with 
his horse and sleigh to fetch her. I atten - 
ed church service and distribution of 
Christmas presents and spoke at the ser- 
vice, the children sang, went to the farm 
late in the evening, the moon was up re- 
mained at farm for the night. 
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Wednesday, December 25. 


Went to 8 o’clock service, gave the. holy 
communion to eight persons, declined Mr. 
Haslam’s. invitation to breakfast, took 
breakfast at home, then went to farm, car- 
ried Jennie to depot, put up the horse. 
She, Otis and I then went to Manchester, on 
the new electrics, took dinner at the Man- 
chester House, came back on _ electrics. 
Otis went to farm with Jennie, later to re- 
turn and I go to farm. 


Thursday, December 26. 

Breakfast at farm thence to Mrs. Lewis 
and to Mrs. Villieux got ten dollars, thence 
to Mr. Pinkham, he begged off another 
week, came home found Henry B. Doland 
of Medford, Mass., here, he wanted to know 
about his cousin, C. A. Burnham’s affairs. 
I met Dr. Sanders and had talk about guar- 
dian for young Burnham, spent evening at | 
home and then go to the farm. 


Friday, December 27. 

Breakfast at the farm, take care of horse, 
go to depot, attend meetings at 10 o’clock, 
came home, begin sermon, finished nine p. 
m, 
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William Doland went to school with me 
when I was six he lived with Patrick Tracy 
on the Squire John Bell place, he was uncle 
to Henry B. Doland of Medford, and Mrs. 
Hall thinks his mother was daughter of 
Major John Burnham. I am going to farm 
to night, 

Saturday, December 28. 

Breakfast at farm, telephoned Mrs. Spratt 
to be ready to go to the Burnham house on 
ten o’clock car. Jennie and I went by car- 
riage, six there were from Hildreth Hall, 
We went through the rooms, Jennie drove 
to farm, I came home for dinner with Otis, 
spent afternoon at home correcting sermon 
and taking supper at home. Mr. Chase 
came in after nine o’clock, went to the 
farm. 

Sunday, December 29, 


Breakfast at farm, came home and 
changed all my clothes, went to church, 
took part of service, opened and closed 
Sunday school, came to W. T. Morse’s ana 
left my sermon for printing, came home 
for dinner with Otis, wrote some letters and 
orders for magazines for next year, fine day, 
some cooler than yesterday, home for sup- 
per, attended church and go to farm. 
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Monday, December 30. 


Breakfast at the farm, quite wet and rain- 
ing, care for the horse, came home across 
fields, dinner at home, go to Bank and 
some other places. Miss Lewis brings rent. _ 
Miss Chase paid a months rent. Sullivan 
failed to pay their first months rent, mailed 
letters to family in Chicago, supper at 
home, wet night to go to the farm. 


Tuesday, December 31. 


Breakfast at the farm, cooler and windy, 
came home across the fields, spent most of 
the day in making out an inventory and 
striking a balance of assets and liabilities, 
here for dinner, Madden brought two loads 
of pine wood about three cords, was home 
at supper time and for evening, shall go to 
the farm rather late, it is cold enough to- 
night.
